"Old Age Retirement" was the 


topic of a paper by Dr. John M. 
Anderson. Fairfield R. 1, retired 
school 
superintendent, 
at 
the 


meeting of the Torch Club Tues- 
day evening at Trinity United 
Church of Christ. 


With more people reaching re- 


tirement age, the question of re- 
tirement is gaining more interest, 
Dr 
Anderson said. He reported 


that in 1850 only 2.6 per cent of 
the population of the I". S. was 
aged aoove 65. By 1900 the per- 
centage had grown to 4.1 and by 
1955 the percentage of the popula- 
tion over 65 was 8.5. 


No agreement has been reached 


on 
th<£ proper 
retirement age, 


with the matter being almost one 
of individual concern. Dr. Ander- 
son said. In some large concerns 
60 per cen; of the employes over 
65 are 
still at work, while in 


others 63 is the average retire- 
ment age. 


Shrinking Dollar Hurts 


There 
is a 
strong tendency 


among many large corporations 
to permit gradual retirement of 
employes above the age of 60. the 
speaker said. In those concerns 
employes above 60 may cut down 
gradually the number of hours 
per day and days per week they 
work over a period of years. 
Thus the older worker gains the 
advantages of retirement, plus the 
advantages 
of 
remaining 
em- 


ployed, 
while the concern con- 


tinues to enjoy the work of well- 
trained and loyal employes. 


The 
shrinking 
dollar 
causes 


much difficulty in connection with 
retirement, Dr. Anderson said. 
If the 1939 dollar is considered as

CHATTANOOGA. Tenn. (AP) 


—The life of James Burns has 
been changed favorably by a hand- 
ful of dirt. 


One day four years ago, while 


playing with his two daughters in 
the 
backyard. 
Burns 
dug 
his 


fingers 
into the 
ground, 
then 


watched the soil dribble from his 
hand. 


As a researcher on bacteria. 


he knew important medical dis- 
covenes. including some wonder 
drugs, had been made in recent 
years by the isolation of certain 
organisms from certain soils. 


These soils, however, were for 


the ma=t part from some little 
known places, spots with exotic 
names, ones he never expected 
to see. 


Caused Him to Wonder 


"What's in this handful of dirt0" 


he recalls wondering. 


Burns decided to see. The next 


day he took a sample with him 
to the hospital laboratory where 
he worked. 


After four years of research, 


working with Dr. D. Frank Holt- 


man at the University of Tennes- 
see, Burns has isolated an organ- 
ism from plain backyard soil and 
produced an antibiotic that is re- 
ported to attack fungus diseases 
successfully. 


The organism, he says, is one 


of the streptomyete group and 
has been officially named strep- 
tomyces chattanoogenis. 


The antibiotic is called Tenne- 


cetin. 


Both Burns and Dr. Holtman 


and the S. E. Massengill Co. of 
Bristol, Tenn.. which has been 
doing research to determine its 
practical uses, have great hopes 
Tennecetin will be highly impor- 
tant in fighting fungal diseases 
in humans and animals and pos- 
sibly to agriculture. 


A representative of the Mas- 


sengill firm says Federal Food and i 
Drug Administration approval is 
expected soon, which would lead 
to marketing of the product. 


Buras says some of the com- 


mon 
types 
of diseases 
being 


treated experimentally over the 
country with Tennecetin include 
ringworm, thrush, athlete's foot 
and several types of serious skin 


and scalp infections. 


Since the discovery, Burns has 


been appointed head of the bac- 
teriology- department of the city's 
largest hospital and next month 
he will receive his doctorate from 
the University of Tennessee. 


Tragic Side, Toe 


His story seems filled only with 


success, but there is a tragic side. 


His wife, a registered nurse, 


working at her husband's side 
through 
the lean years, giving 


him moral encouragement, and 
helping with family finances while 
he studied. 


Then, just as it appeared they 


were on the high road, Mrs. 
Burns became ill. She died not 
long, just six weeks after the 
birth of their third daughter. 


"I regret that my wife did not 


live to see the successful com- 
pletion of our work." Burns says. 
"However. 
I'm 
dedicating my 


thesis to her."

Va. <AP) — A scrambling tavern 
that far outdates the American 
Revolution has come to life again 
in 20th Century Virginia as a 
theatrical center. 


The promising young attorney 


Patrick Henry, who married the 
owner's daughter, lived in Han- 
ovgr Tavern. 
Cornwallis 
once 


made it his headquarters. 


Now the tavern, 20 miles north 


of Richmond on U. S. 301. is 
known as the Barksdale Memorial 
Theater. 
Along 
with 
comedy, 


mystery and tragedy of a high 
quality the year round, it offers 
a dinner theater package with the 
actors waiting on tables. 


Architects of this transforma- 


tion were half a dozen stock play- 
ers who found little opportunity 
to perform on the New York 
stage. 


Traveled South In 1953 


"We decided the way to do it 


was by opening our own theater," 
says Muriel McAuley, 27. 


Buoyed by the offer of a place 


to live in Virginia until they 
found a suitable playhouse, the six 
traveled South early in 1953, took 
what employment was available, 
began saving their pennies and 
looking for their theater. 


"We ran through about three 


real estate agents before one 
drove us up here in the rain," 
recalls Miss McAuley. "What we 
saw was a dripping, rambling 
white frame building, built around 
1723 
Each of the 30-odd rooms 


was locked. While we waited for 
the agent to sort through a fist- 
ful of keys, we stared at cobwebs, 
falling plaster, peeling paint." 


Six Impressed 


Though the tavern presented a 


rariety of obstacles to untrained 
hands, the six were favorably 
impressed. 


The agent clinched the deal 


when he swung open a 
door 


leading off the tap room in the 
basement. "There, hardly recog- 
nizable, was our theater," says 
Miss McAuley. publicist for the 
troupe. "Not that anyone with a 
spark of common sense would 
have recognized it as such 
A 


bare room, about 40 by 60 feet, 
with a TVs-foot ceiling that any 
mediocre theater technician could 
have said at a glance would pro- 
hibit adequate stage lighting."

"That month of July we saved 
$1,000," Miss McAuley says "We 
borrowed the rest and moved in 
Aug. 
1." 


Year Delay 


"We lived here a whole year 


before we could do a show," Miss 
McAuley says "There wasn't a 
toilet in the house that worked 
when we arrived. V>'e spent the 
first 
year making the tavern 


livable " 


The actors' needs were simple. 


They drew a dollar or two a week 
for personal items 
The house 


bought and prepared the food and 
provided cigarettes. 


Then came the first production, 


the 
Gay 
Nineties melodrama 


"Gold in the Hills," which play- 
ed for three weeks in September, 
1954. 


Reputation Grows 


In the spring of 1955, the troupe 


put on its first season, three plays 
in six weeks. There was a six 
week fall season. The Barksdale 
Theater enjoyed moderate sue 
cess It reputation grew. 


Installation of a central heat 


Ing system early m 1956 and air 
conditioning this May has enabled 
the theater to operate the entire 
year. 


The 
regular 
September-June 


season saw productions of such 
plays as "The Fourposter," "Ar- 
senic and Old Lace," "0 Mis 
tress Mine." "Kind Lady." "For 
Love or Money," and "The Cru- 
cible." 


Kilgore Directs 


Most of (he directing chores 


are handled by David (Pete) Kil- 
gore. 33, a native of Asheville, 
N. C.. who, like Miss McAuley. 
grew up in Detroit. Kilgore, his 
wife Pnscilla and Miss McAuley 
now own Barksdale Theater. Mar- 
riage and a parting of the ways 
reduced the original six to three. 
There are half a dozen actors in 
residence.
